Dear Mr. Wood: 


A party came into the office the other day with a 
coin,, a rubbing of which is enclosed herewith. As yo 
will notice it was a perfectly flat copper dise except for 
the incused pipe. The history so far as we can determine 
is that it was found about 1875 at the lower end of New 
Brighton Peninsula on Beaver River about three miles from 
where it empties into the Ohio Riber. This was the loca- 
tion of a fort, possibly Fort McIntosh or Fort Madison. 


I do not know if it has any significance or not 
put thought I would write and see if you had any informa- 
tion regarding a piece of this kind. The work seems to 
be very well done and no doubt was stamped into the coin. 
It does not look as though it had been tooled in. 


While writing I would also like to enquire if you 
have ever run across a large printed cardboard sheet with 
facsimiles of the various types of continental currency. 
The paper is somewhat yellowish, perhaps from age and may 
have beem made in Europe. I cannot seem to find any in- 
formation about it and am wondering if you might have 
run across it.

7 really do 
not think there is eny significance whatever in 
the copper piece with a pipe stamped on it. T 
have never seen such a piece mentioned and there 
is not enough to it to try to build up any 
Significance. As for the types of paper money 
sevarsd books in the past had large folding sheets 
showing various types. I have before me a book 
History of the Issues of Paper Money in the American 
Colonies ete.,printed in St. Louis in 1851 by a mn 
naned Hart, thet has a sheet pretty nearly two by 
three feet showing fourteen different bills beautifully 
lithographed, and I have seen other such books so 
probably the sheet you mention was mde for just such 
a purpose.
